Daft Punk are bum-fluffed Parisian teenagers making 
noisy-arse house music without two Euros to rub together, 
let alone £40,000 for a pair of identity-hiding robo-helmets. 

So for their first promo shoot, they don a sun-god mask 
(Guy-Manuel) and a red-nosed clown visor (Thomas), while 
clutching a load of baguettes outside a Paris Metro entrance 
(because France). It does not look brilliant; it does do the job. 


As they gear up to release their debut album, 1997’s literally 
banging Homework, the boys opt for a pair of creepy see- 
through plastic masks for a photoshoot in the Netherlands. 
They look like the absolute worst people you can picture 
looming over you in the middle of the night. Thankfully, 
they decide that ‘sex-murder duo’ may not be quite the vibe 
they’re after, and ditch these nightmare-fodder disguises.

For the release of Human After All - their third and, shall 
we saaay, ‘not best’ album - the Punks strip their looks right 
back: they go fully LED-free, black out their visors, lose the 
ribbed neck coverings and dress head-to-toe in black leather. 
Dozens of less-detailed helmets are made both as back-ups 
and to be worn by extras in their 2006 film Electroma. Would 
you like to have one? Yes, so would we. Very much so, yes. 


Used during live performances, the Encore helmets are 
tricked-out variations on the Human After All designs - 
re-coloured matt black and trimmed with red luminescent 
wire. It's probably fair to say that they’re effortlessly side¬ 
stepping the onstage look adopted by most other big-name 
dance acts: 46-year-old Dutch sex pest with coke-bloat, 90s 
hair and index fingers permanently pointed skywards.

Preparing to drop seminal second album Discovery, the 
lads brainstorm new ways of staying all enigmatic an' shit. 
Thomas takes a puff on his Gitanes (probably) and says to 
Guy-Manuel (or Guy-Manuel says to Thomas, whichever), 
“D’yew knowr sumsing zat iz tres bon? Robots - zey are tres 
bon.” Almost dropping his croissant (probably), the other one 
replies, “Sacre bleu, mon ami - you are ze genioss, no? Let urs 
becuim ze disco-robots!” And lo, they do. 


The 2.0 versions of the robo-helmets lose the amazetwats 
LED displays of the originals - meaning the duo no longer 
need to wear backpacks filled with processors (Thomas now 
has just a thin row of LEDs; Guy-Manuel has two ‘eye-dots', 
but rarely uses them). This makes performing live a great 
deal less sweaty, and also allows them to gyrate around like 
a pair of denim-clad doofuses in that Gap commercial with 
Juliette Lewis that we'll all just pretend never happened. 



Fulfilling their lifelong destinies by signing up to provide the 
soundtrack to Tron: Legacy, Daft Punk's helmets are rebooted 
by the film's SFX team Ironhead Studios. The LEDs are back 
(now blue - four rows for Thomas, six for Guy-Manuel), as 
is the metal (although this time around it's dull, rather than 
chromed). The duo's cameo is one of very few cool bits in a 
movie that's otherwise as entertaining as the spicy squits. 


Daft Punk split the internet in two by returning from their 
eight-year hiatus with the summeriest summer anthem 
since that Las Ketchup song - and helmet-watchers (fnerr) 
will note they're rocking designs taking the best bits from 
various DP eras: 2004’s shiny disco chroming; the blacked- 
out visors of Human After All; and the streamlining of the 
Tron designs. Once again, they look the absolute merde.

WHAT GOT YOU GUYS INTO 
MAKING MUSIC ORIGINALLY? 

Greg: I started from a DJ 
background - when I was 141 
went into the competition circuit 
and then it evolved into playing 
clubs. Eventually I performed 
with the other guys and that’s 
when I started producing. 
Matisse: I started by playing 
classical piano when I was four, 
then I started producing R&B and 
hip-hop beats for local rappers 
from my own town. Eventually 
in college I got into the soul and 
funk scene in Toronto, and that’s 
where I met these guys. 

Tune: I started drumming in the 
basement of my parents’ house! 
Then I met Matisse and started 
producing from there, I guess. 
HOW WOULD YOU SUM UP 
THE MUSIC THAT YOU MAKE 
TO SOMEONE WHO HASN’T 
HEARD YOU BEFORE? 

M: We make bass-heavy music 
that’s rooted in hip-hop and 
transfer it over to a live band 
feel. Then we take all the parts 
and spread them over all our 
instruments and then finally 
recreate them again live. That’s 
the basis of our sound. 

G: Rap beats that are dance party 
anthems, to sum it up! 


HOW DO YOU SPLIT UP THE 
PRODUCTION PROCESS 
BETWEEN THE THREE OF YOU? 

G: We all bring in different 
elements, whether it’s a drum 
beat, or a sample someone’s cut 
out, or a synth sound. Sometimes 
the ideas start when we’re 
rehearsing or sometimes it’ll 
start from scratch, we all bring 
ideas to the table. I’m the sample 
guy, Matisse is the synth guy 
and Tune is the drum guy but it’s 
not crazy for Tune to play synth 
on a track or vice versa in the 
production process. The rules are 
always changing until the track 
reaches the end and then we 
take on our traditional roles for 
the live performances. 

HOW DO YOU SPOT A GOOD 
SAMPLE? 

M: For me, as soon as you find 
a good song that pleases your 
ears and is unique, something 
you wanna hear over and over 
again then you know you want 
to sample it. I’ll look online and 
try and find songs that stand out, 
then I’ll grab a bit of it and mess 
around with it to see if I can turn 
it into anything. 

T: There’s also the technical part 
of it, like if you have something 
with crazy drums underneath 


you may not be able to use it. You 
can’t have everything! 

HOW DIFFERENT IS IT TO 
PRODUCE A REMIX OVER ONE 
OF YOUR ORIGINAL SONGS? 

G: It’s kind of similar, there’s not a 
crazy difference. We don’t usually 
like to do edits - you know, 
remixes that are super close to 
the original - we prefer to change 
something into our own original 
style. But sometimes when we 
get commissioned we have to 
keep some of the integrity of the 
original song, like we just did a 
remix for Nelly and so we had to 
keep the verse and chorus and 
stuff, we couldn’t just send them 
a two bar vocal chop or they’d 
freak out! But when we do our 
own bootleg remixes where we 
just chop it up, then we approach 
it a lot more like an original track. 
HAVE YOU HAD FEEDBACK 
FROM ARTISTS YOU’VE 
REMIXED? 

G: We’ve only had good feedback 
so far, the worst thing that’s 
happened is we've been ignored! 
T: Madeon said he loved our 
bootleg of Icams, and Zedd hit 
us up after we remixed his song 
Falling Down. Nobody’s said “Can 
you fucking stop!” Yet...

THE FIRST EVER BRITISH SUPERMAN TALKS 
PANTS, ACCENTS, FAKE BEARDS AND 

NEARLY BEING BOND 


A S YOU’RE ENGLISH, YOU’RE 
AN ‘ALIEN’ YOURSELF IN 
THE STATES, SO WAS THERE 
A CONNECTION WITH 
SUPERMAN THERE? 

Perhaps, perhaps, but the 
difference is that as much 
as Kal-El, or Clark or Superman, is 
an alien, he was raised here so it’s 
his home that he feels alone in and 
separate from. I don't feel that as a 
British man over here in America. I 
actually feel very welcome. 

HOW MUCH PRESSURE DO YOU FEEL 
BEING BRITISH PLAYING SUCH AN 
AMERICAN ICON? 

I am aware that there are fans out 
there who think I shouldn't be 
playing the character, and that's fair, 
but I don’t think there is any added 
pressure on me. It might make people 
a bit more stubborn to believe a good 
performance, so they'll be like, “No. 

Not going to like it,” rather than going 
in with an open mind. It’s just another 
performance. Yes, it’s an American 
accent as opposed to an English accent, 
but it’s still just me playing a character 
and telling a story. The fact that I am 
British is a great story for the media, 
but has no direct effect on me. 


HOW DO YOU FIND THE ACCENT? 

The accent is one of those things that 
you practice, but it’s like going to the 
gym and training for sprinting, as 
opposed to long distance running. I’ll 
start talking in an American accent, 
then I won't drop it until the end of 
the day, so if I decide to ad-lib, it’s not 
going to come out like some weird 
barking noise. 

SO YOU STAY AMERICAN ALL DAY? 

Yeah, and dropping it at the end of 
the day is funny - you can't drop it 
immediately, it's like re-stretching 
your muscles back into their natural 
shape, like wanning down. Sometimes 
I’d be half-American and half-British. 
I’d say two words in an American 
accent, then one in English, then 
back to American. People looked at 
me, like, “You don’t sound like you’re 
from anywhere.” 

DO YOU PAY ANY ATTENTION TO 
THE INTERNET STUFF, LIKE WHEN 
YOU FIRST GOT CAST? 

We all know what internet forums 
are like, but it’s entertaining. When I 
read everything, I have to take it with 
a pinch of salt. Every now and then I 
would have a friend go, “Dude, you're 
on the internet! Look at this! You need 


to do some weights!” 

YOU WERE NEARLY EVERYTHING 
FOR A WHILE - YOU WERE NEARLY 
EDWARD CULLEN IN TWILIGHT, 
NEARLY BATMAN, NEARLY BOND - 
DOES THAT MATTER NOW YOU’RE 
SUPERMAN? 

With Twilight, I had heard about it all 
before it all happened, but I was never 
sent the script. Apparently, Stephenie 
Meyer wanted me initially, but by the 
time it actually went into production, 

I was too old. Batman, I think I was 
spoken about in a room, but I never 
auditioned for it. Playing Bond came 
very close though. 

WHEN DID IT FULLY DAWN ON YOU 
THAT YOU WERE SUPERMAN? 

Over a period of months, we were 
trying out different things and I was 
training the entire time, so it wasn't 
right up until the very end of that 
when I put on the finished suit, and 
that was an incredible feeling. It 
stopped being a training camp and a 
dream, and I was standing there in the 
suit, with the cape, with the ‘S' shield 
on my chest, looking at myself going, 
“Wow! I'm Superman!” There’s no 
other feeling like it. It’s something I’ll 
carry with me till the day I die. I® 3 
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HOW IS THE SUIT 
DIFFERENT FROM PREVIOUS 
INCARNATIONS? 

It’s just far more modem. The 
older costume wouldn't quite 
work; it wouldn't lend the 
gravitas to the character. As much 
as we all see the old costume and 
go, “Wow! Rockstar costume!'' 
kids are going to look at it and go, 
“Why is he wearing pyjamas?'' 

That's our new generation. 

They're brutally honest. 

HOW WAS THE BEARD? WAS 
THAT YOUR OWN? 

Unfortunately, I didn't have time 
to grow the beard because when 
you're shooting, you have to be 
clean-shaven, then the next day, 
have a full-blown man-beard. 

Even I can't grow it that quickly. I 
had to have stuff stuck on. It was 
a good beard. It wasn't that much 
or a pain in the arse. Sometimes it 
was itchy, but it's mind over matter 
-just don't scratch it. You forget 
about it eventually. And you should 
concentrate more on the 30ft wave 
that's coming towards the boat you're 
on! That'll stop you scratching. 

YOU WENT FROM BEING TONK IN 
IMMORTALS TO PLAYING 
SUPERMAN, SO IT CAN’T HAVE BEEN 
HARD GETTING IN SHAPE? 

In between, I did a film called The 
Cold light of Day, and the director 
specifically said, “I want you to drink 
beer, eat burgers, and not do a single 
press up or a sit up”. Initially I was 
like, “This is awesome!” Coming off 
a job where I was five percent body 
fat and not allowed to eat anything, 
it was fantastic. But then as I started 
to feel sick and just heavy, it wasn't 
such a good feeling. Then Man Of Steel 
pushed me beyond all limits I knew I 
had. I think to put on as much mass as 
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I did for Superman, it's a very difficult 
thing to do, because you're literally 
creating something new. There was 
a good 251bs of muscle added from 
Immortals - that's a lot! 

DID YOU WORK MUCH WITH 
RUSSELL CROWE? WE HEARD YOU 
WERE A FAN...

Well I'm an illustrator 
and comic artist, and I 
work from my home studio in lovely 
Peckham. Most days I'm working on 
editorial briefs, but personal projects 
are important to me -1 make comics 
because I've found that it’s the most 
overt way for me to express myself. 
They’re a reflection of society, a lot 
of the time the content is quite dark. 
I'm not a pessimist, I try to make 
light of tragedy by juxtaposing it 
with vibrant colours and comic 
humour. I’m fond of comedy that is 
cerebral and slapstick, I like to have 
my cake and lay in it. 

GROWING UP, DID YOU WANT TO 
ILLUSTRATE FOR A LIVING? 

When I had my chat with the careers 
advisor at the end of school, I told 
them I wanted to be a cartoonist, 
they said I should consider working 
in the local steel mill because 
it would be hard to make it as a 
cartoonist. Being from Sheffield 
I think getting a job in the only 
remaining steel mill would have 
been an achievement. 

WHAT’S BEEN YOUR FAVOURITE 
PROJECT TO DATE? 

My comic book Megaskull would 
have to be my favourite project 
to date, I was given total freedom 
to create whatever I wanted. The 
process of making it was really 
liberating because up until that 
point my only platform for comics 
was online, and then I was given 
this opportunity to put all of my 
ideas into a book. It has been very 
gratifying seeing so many people 
enjoy it. I was working on the book 
for so long that it really developed 
my process. I can see a big difference 
in the comics I created at the 
beginning and the ones I drew last. 
WHAT WOULD YOU SAY ARE YOUR 


MAIN SOURCES OF INSPIRATION? 

In terms of content, where I live 
forms a lot of my inspiration. I 
love the complete mayhem that is 
Peckham High Street, every time 
I walk to the shop it’s like the last 
days of Rome. There are so many 
interesting characters to draw 
inspiration from - some happy, 
some tragic. For example, one of my 
comics was inspired by the heavy 
presence of payday loan stores and 
betting shops in deprived areas. I 
really take offence to people making 
money to the detriment of the 
desperate. Also the news and current 
affairs form a lot of my content. I 
like to use illustration to express my 
views on what is happening in the 
world, whether it be the excessive 
media coverage of the royals, 
the way social media affects our 
everyday lives or the inequalities 
and prejudices in the world. 

SOME OF YOUR COMICS HAVE 
PRETTY GRUESOME TWISTS, IS 
THIS ALWAYS INTENTIONAL OR 
DO THEY SUBCONSCIOUSLY TEND 
TO GO IN THAT DIRECTION? 

My mum rubbed her sick sense of 
humour onto me from a very young 
age, she would pretend to drop 
dead because she thought it 
was funny and we used 
to watch horror movies 
together and stuff. So 
thinking up worst-case 
scenarios comes naturally 
to me. I have previously 
made a conscious effort to 
write more light-hearted 
material but I find it more 
difficult. 

WHAT WERE YOUR FAVOURITE 
CARTOONS GROWING UP? 

Ren & Stimpy, The Simpsons 
and South Park. Ren & 

Stimpy definitely resonated 
the most with me, it was 
so dark but hilarious. I 
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can't believe it was commissioned 
by Nickelodeon, it was so adult. 

It was stunning visually because 
the characters were very dynamic. 
Creator John K told animators never 
to use the same expression more 
than once, which made Ren & 
Stimpy so visceral and the emotions 
seem so real. There is something 
about Ren that I still love to this day, 
he’s so tortured, I find it hilarious 
when he loses his shit. 

WHAT DO YOU DO WHEN YOU’RE 
NOT DRAWING? 

Because my work consists of me 
sitting at a desk for many hours at a 
time I like to be as active as possible 
in my free time. I mostly skate, 
usually at Stockwell because 
thats the best skatepark south 
of the river, arguably the best 
in the world. Visiting galleries 
is important to me so I do that 
as often as I can. These days I find 
a lot of inspiration in fine art.

IGHT THEN, BEFORE 
WE START, YOU’RE AIL 
SPEAKING AS ONE,

Yes. 

EXCELLENT. SO, WE NOTICED YOU

TATTOOED ON YOUR LEGS? 

Yeah, it was one of the first things 
we did together to bond as a band. 
Our tour manager was a massive 
fan of hers and loved talking 
about how he loved her more than 
anyone, so we did it to piss him off. 
Then he was talking about getting 
her face tattooed on his face. His 
whole thing, the only reason he had 
any sway, was because he'd wear 
a white vest, gold chains, greased 
back hair and Doc Martens, so we 
were joking we'd get him a three- 
legged dog just to guarantee no 
venue wouldn't pay us, because 
he'd look so hard. 

HOW DID YOU GUYS BECOME 
A BAND? 

We all lived together in 
a squat in South London 
during a very cold winter. 

We didn't have windows, 
and lived inside a tent. 

The back door didn't have 
a latch on it, so a nine- 
foot Irish Wolfhound 
kept coming in at night 
and scaring people. The 
band pretty much started 
through us huddling 
together for a bit of 
communal warmth. 

THAT’S ALMOST NICE, 

IN A WAY... 

Our friend Mark would put 
Championship Manager 
on and then go out for 
several days and come back 
and be like “Yes! I won the 
league in 2077 and all my 
footballers have died!'' Then 
as soon as we realised we'd written 
some songs that were worthy 
of being played, we hopped in a 
Citroen Saxo and played some gigs. 
WE HAD THOUGHT YOU WERE 
FRENCH AT ONE POINT - YOUR 
VIDEOS ARE FRENCH, YOUR 
LABEL’S FRENCH... 

And there's a song called The 
Greeks, which is nothing to do with 
the Greeks. It’s better to be a little bit 
all over the place than be holding a 
British flag in every photo. We go all 
over the world, but we don't go 
there as a British band, we get 
involved and kind of wear the flag 
of wherever we are. The great I® 5 
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thing about being on Kitsune rather 
than a British label is, if you're 
signed to a British label you tour 
Britain six times before you can go 
anywhere. Our label's French, so we 
played all through Europe really 
early, then went to Japan and South 
America and Mongolia and places 
like that. Our fan base is definitely 
bigger outside the UK. 

YOU’VE PLAYED IN MONGOLIA? 
We were one of the first western 
bands to play there. It was amazing. 
We were in Shanghai about a year 
ago and a guy from the Peace Corps 
mentioned that he took Mongolian 
bands into China, and Chinese 
bands into Mongolia, to try and 
end their beef. We said in passing 
that we'd love to do it, and a year 
later it happened. It was incredible 

- everyone knew our lyrics, we did 
a big press conference, it was mind¬ 
warping. We stayed with a nomadic 
family, watched a sheep get killed, 
did doughnuts in the desert - a lot 
of things you can't do when you 
play a Scream pub in Sheffield. 
YOU’RE USED TO GLOBETROTTING 
BY NOW THEN? 

We played Venezuela, in Caracas 
city centre, and there was 8,000 
people there, and the beer tent ran 
out of beer so they set fire to it. It 
was fucking mental. We're going 
to every corner of the world now 

- we're planning to play Ghana, 
Easter Island, Iceland... In the early 
days, this was what got us excited 
and what we wrote about. There 
were big aims, but they were all just 
in our heads. When we first got a 
gig in Paris we were like “Wow, the 
Eurostar!'' but that seems very tame 
now we've been on Aeroflot. 
WASN’T THAT ONCE FAMOUS FOR 
ITS BAD SAFETY RECORD? 

Possibly based on the food. Nobody 
dies in crashes, they die from eating 
chicken tikka feta cabbage salads, or 
the hot apple pancakes they serve 
as a main course. 

YOU’RE PLAYING THE GREAT 
ESCAPE, BESTIVAL, READING AND 
LEEDS THIS SUMMER - DO YOU 
PREFER GOING TO FESTIVALS 
PLAYING OR JUST PARTYING? 
We’ve never really been to many 
festivals without playing them. It’s 
definitely better playing. That's 
what you structure your getting 
excited around. Plus there’s drinks 
tickets, and you don’t need to worry 
about hiding blocks of drugs in bars 
of soap, you just go “And these are 
our drugs”. FRONT

Y our new album is 

YOUR FIRST RECORD IN 
13 YEARS, WHAT HAVE 
YOU BEEN UP TO IN 
THAT TIME? 

There’s this thing called life that 
we forget about sometimes. A few 
years ago we were going to do it but 
I had another kid and I'm not going 
to leave the family with a newborn. 
When I was living in Australia I got 
the call to do some festivals there 
and we gave it a go and before you 
know it the phone started ringing 
and we played a few more shows. 

At the time we didn’t want to put 
a record out but over the past few 
years we’ve been playing places 
we’ve never played before like the 
festivals in Europe, and building 
back up so it doesn't come out of 
nowhere. 

YOU'RE CELEBRATING 30 YEARS 
TOGETHER, WHAT’S THE BIGGEST 
CHANGE YOU’VE SEEN? 

It seems to have come full circle. 
When we started off music didn’t 
sell and now music doesn't sell 
again which makes things easier. 
Our first record has been out for 
30 years now and everyone said 
it sucked when it came out, then 
when we did our second record four 
years later everyone said it sucked 
but the first one was great. Then the 
third one sucked and the first two 
were great. You’ve got to be aware 
that at the time it doesn’t mean 
anything and that music is such 
a small part of life. Nowadays it's 
very genre specific, people listen for 
what they want to hear rather than 
what it is. 

ON SUICIDAL FOR LIFE THERE 
WERE FOUR SONGS WITH FUCK 
IN THE TITLE, WERE YOU TRYING 
TO PISS PEOPLE OFF? 

It wasn’t to piss people off but 
people kept asking us if we were 
going to sell a couple of million 
records and I would just laugh. 

I said I’d like to sell a couple of 
million - if there’s a million people 
out there who dig it that’s cool. But 
no-one’s going to accuse you of 
commercialism if you have fuck 
and shit in the titles of all the songs. 
We sent it off and there was a very 
unsettled type of laughter and 
people didn’t get it but over time 
people have gotten into it more and 
say they really like it. 

WHEN THRASH-PUNK EXPLODED 
THE PRO-SKATE SCENE WAS 
RISING AS WELL, DID THEY NEED 
EACH OTHER? 

I think after the fact people saw 


what was going on it was natural, 

I was the first ‘non-professional’ 
skateboarder on the cover of 
Thrasher and if you look at the 
old skate mags before we came 
around and how people dressed 
then afterwards you can see the 
change. When we got to Europe in 
1987 everyone was like ‘Why are 
you dressing like a skateboarder?’ 
whereas in the States skaters were 
adopting the Suicidal look. Skating 
was a way of life and there wasn’t 
really a soundtrack for it, but it was 
really something we identified 
with. 

IN FLIPSIDE MAGAZINE IN 1982 
YOU WERE NAMED BIGGEST 
ASSHOLE IN THE WORLD. WERE 
YOU AN ASSHOLE IN 1982? 

When I was a kid I saw The Sex 
Pistols and got into that thing 
of how it doesn't matter how 
you dress, you let the music do 
the talking. In punk rock it was 
all about individuality but their 
definition of an individual is that 
you look the way I do, dress the 
way I do, agree with everything 
I say - then you’re an individual. 
We'd go to a show dressing the way 
we did and people were like ‘Oh 
you guys are good but you’ll never 
get anywhere dressed like that.' 

The fact that we were doing things 
that the scene decided wasn't punk 
rock really annoyed people, but I 
kept saying that it’s more punk to 
do what you want than to follow 
these imaginary rules. And in the 
first Flipside interview it bothered 
people that we had the audacity to 
not be another band sat in a leather 
jacket, we're here to take the jacket 
off and throw on a Suicidal shirt. I 
don't know why it bothers people, 
but it does. So let them be. 

YOU’VE OFTEN POKEN ABOUT 
YOUR STANCE AGAINST THE 
PMRC. HAVE ATTITUDES TOWARD 
‘OFFENSIVE’ MUSIC CHANGED? 
The Parents Music Resource Centre 
were killed off because they were a 
liability. There were a lot of bands 
who'd put album art out hoping 
that someone would complain 
about it so they could go on TV. That 
was in an age where art wasn't 
something you could put together 
on a computer real quick, but 
miraculously these bands would 
have back-up artwork. That’s not 
censorship, that's manipulation. 
And now music has very little 
meaning - MTV stopped playing 
music years ago because they found 
that every reality show would have
